The Idaho Division of Veterans Services operates the state veteran homes; manages the state veterans cemeteries; provides medical and assisted-living care to veterans;
extends financial relief and assistance to disabled or destitute wartime veterans and their dependents; administers programs offered by the United States Department of
Veterans Affairs; and provides training and other educational assistance to veterans. The division also assists veterans and their families in navigating federal processes to
obtain non-state benefits. Statutory authority is found in Title 65, Chapters 1 and 2, and Title 66, Chapter 9, Idaho Code. Legislative Budget Book pages begin on 5-87
